Regarding claims 1-24, Applicant focuses on a limitation in the claim of "at any given time, only one of said matching engines is active 
performing pirce matching and deal execution, the remaining matching engines being passive." Applicant further defines a matching 
engine that is passive to "perform as market distributors, passing price information input to the arbitrators down the brances to the bank 
nodes from where is is distributed to trader terminals on a trader floor which are connected to that bank node" as described in the 
Applicant's specification, page 7. Therefore, passive arbitrators are in fact performing functional steps associated with matching even in 
a passive state, they are merely just not performing the function of actual matching. Togher describes a system and method in which 
arbitrators are assigned to regions whereupon an arbitrator performs matching functions while at the same time, other arbitrators can be 
processing deals (column 5, lines 40-45). Processing deals however, is not necessarily confined to matching. Togher further describes 
processing deals to be "broadcasting price quotes to all the traders in Trading Regions" (column 5, lines 45-50). By broadcasting^ these 
price quotes, the arbitrators described by Togher perform in the same manner as the passive arbitrators descirbed in the Applicant's own 



Therefore claims 1-24 remain rejected as stated in the previous office action, mailed 27 July 2004 and Applicant's request for allowance 
is respctfully denied at this time.
